WASHINGTON — Single women use famiiy planning 
services more often thag married ones, but the difference 
stems from the methoc of contraception they use rather 
than their rate of sexuai activity, a study by the National 
Center for Health Statistics says. Marjorie C. Horn and 
William D. Mosher of the Center's Division of Vita! 
Statistics studied sexually active women, ages 15-44, who 
visited family planning clinics in 1982. Never-married 
women averaged 1,227 visits per 1,000 women, compared 
with 1,020 per 1,000 wives and $73 per 1,000 for women who 
were widowed, divorced or separated. Younger women are 
more likely to use birth-control pills, which require regular ~ 
checkups to renew the prescription and to check for side 
effects, explains Mosher. For wives and previously mar- 
ried women, their most common choice of birth control, 
sterilization, requires fewer follow-up visits to doctors.
